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MRS, FRY ADMITS 
BEING WITH BROWN 


“Sweated” by Detectives, 
She Says She Saw William 
T. Brown When He Was 
Shot Down. 


Chief of Detectives Newport Lanford 
and his detectives sweated Mrs. Martha 
Fry, a pretty young divorcee, 
129 West Pine street, for three and 
ofre-half hours Tuesday afternoon at 
police station, with the result that she 
broke down, admitting to the chief of 
detectives that she was with William 
T. Brown, of 58 Tumlin street, when he 
was shot and killed Sunday night. 

Chief Lanford gave out the startling 
declaration that the weave of evidence 
which his aides are gathering daily is 
drawing closer around the young wom- 
an as the guilty party. 

Mrs. Fry would not admit that she 
was with Brown at the time of his 
death until taken in an automobile to 
the scene of the murder, on Cherry 
street, near Fifth street, where Brown's 
lifeless body was discovered early Mon- 
day morning by a negro workman. The 
footprints of a woman leading away 
from the body were explained by -Mrs. 
Fry's confession. She stated that she 
was so frightened when Brown fell 
dead beside, her, when a pistol shot was 
fired from ambush, that she forgot all 
about telephoning the police.

Call Officer Long, who was the first 
person to reach the scene of the mur- 
der after Will Felton had 
early Monday morning, declared 
night that he had tracked the 
prints of a woman and a man leading 
up to a bench near the body. From 
this bench, Long said the footprints 
were traced to the body. Leading 
away from the, body Long said there 
were only the footprints of a woman 
imprinted in the soft wet earth. 

Besides the body were carefully laid 
on the ground several sheets of a 
newspaper. 

Shortly afterwards, though, 
negroes, employed in a construction 
camp nearby, were placed under arrest 
by the deteetives.

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PRODUCTION TAX — {CONGRESS HACKS as 


ON COTTON URGED 


Government Levy of 3 Per 
Cent to Curtail 1915. Crop 
Recommended by Farmers 
at Dublin ConveXtion. 


Dublin, Ga., August 25.—(Special.)— 
One thousand farmers, delegates to the 
twelfth congressional district cotton 
conference, met here today and passed 
a resolution recommending that the 
government levy a production tax of 
not less than 3 per cent a pound on 
the 1915 & tton crop, believing it abso- 
lutely necessary to curtail the 1915 
crop to give value to the 1914 crop. 

The whole crop situation, it was 
stated, lies in getting a living price for 
the present crop. Financing and hold- 
ing the present crop is comparatively 
easy, but does not give adequate re- 
lief. + Over production in 1915 is in- 
evitable without a production tax, 
which would assure farmers as much 
for the 1914 crop as they would get 
for 1914 and 1915 crops without the 
curtailment of production. 

The meeting indorsed -government 
loans on receipts of the present crop 
held in licensed warehouses, the es- 
tablishment of a merchant marine and 
government marine insurance. [t 
urged that petitions be circulated ask- 
ing congress to pass a production tax 
of not‘less than 3 per cent a pound on 
the 1915 crop. 

It was the greatest farmers’ meet- 
ing ever held in this district, with dele- 
gations present from every county. It 
went direct to the farming classes to 
indorse a remedy for the present situa- 
tion in the cotton belt. 

Delegates from the meeting will at- 
tend the Macon conference Thursday. 
The meeting here was called by the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerée. 

Cotton is selling in the interior for 
§ cents a pound, which means a loss 
of more than $1,000,000 for the cotton 
season, Or, a total loss to the south of 
$150,000,000, based on the cost of pro- 
duction.

New Battle Is Being Fought 
On Which Hangs France's Fate 


Paris, August 26.—(12:10 a. m.)—The war office has issued the 


following official announcement: 

“The commander-in-chief, requiring all available forces on the 
Meuse, has ordered the progressive abandonment of occupied terri- 
tory. Muelhausen again has been evacuated.” 

“A new battle is in progress between Maubeuge (Department 
of the Nord) and Donon (Central Vosges.) On it hangs the fate of 
France. Operations in Alsace along the Rhine would take away 
troops on which might depend victory. It is necessary that they all 
withdraw from Alsace temporarily, to assure its final deliverance. 
It is a matter of hard necessity. 2 

“West of the Meuse, as a result of orders issued Sunday by 
the commanding chief, the troops which are to remain on the cov- 
ering line, to take up the defensive, are massed as follows: 

“The French and British troops eccupy a front near Givet, 
which they gained by hard fighting. They are holding their adver- 
saries and sharply checking their attacks. 

“East of the Meuse our troops have. regained their original 
positions commanding the roads out of the great forest Ardennes. 

“To the right we assumed the offensive, driving back the enemy 
by a vigorous onslaught, but General Joffre stopped pursuit to re- 
establish his front along the line decided on Sunday. In this attack 
our troops showed admirable dash. The sixth corps, notably, 
inflicted punishment on the enemy close to Virton. 

“In Lorraine the two armies have begun a combined attack, one 
starting from Grand Couronne de Nancy, and the other from south 
of Luneville. The*engagement which began yesterday (Monday) 
continues at the time of writing. ; The sound of cannonading is not 
heard at Nancy as it was vesterday.’

effected. It was not accomplished without considerable loss. They 
were pressed hard by the enemy, who were shaken off.

London, August 26.—(2:30 a. m.)— 
Barl Kitchener, secretary of state for 
war, making his first speech at a pri- 
vate meeting in the house of lords yes- 
terday, prepared the British public for 
the possibility of a prolonged war 
which would impose a _ considerable 
strain on the nation.

NEW YORK 
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WAR JUST STARTED 
FOR GREAT BRITAN 


Lord Kitchener Says the 
Empire Has Not Yet Be- 
gun to Manifest Its Power. 
German Defeat Will Be 
Final Result. 


London, August 25.—Lord Kifchener 
Made his first speech as minister of 
War in the house of lords today. 

He told his hearers that this war 
undoubtedly would strain the forces of 
the empire and entail big sacrifices. 
He laid emphasis on the fact that his 
position in the cabinet involved adher- 
emce tuo neither party. He said: 

“The terms on which 1 am serving 
are the same as those under which 
some of the finest portions of our man- 
hood, now so willingly stepping for- 
ward to join the colors, are engaging. 

at 18 to Say, my term of otfice is 
for the duration of the war or tor three 
years, if the war should last longer 
than that. 

No Thought of Quitting. 

“It has been asked why this period 
has been limited. It is because if this 
disastrous war be prolonged, and no one 
can foretell for a certaihty its dura- 
tion, that after three years of war 
others will take our places and see 
this matter -through. 

“There will be serious conflicts which 
undoubtedly will strain the forces of 
our empire and undoubtedly consider- 
able sacrifices to our people will be en- 
tailed. These will willingly be borne 
for our honor and for the preservation 
of our position in the world and they 
will be shared by our dominion who 
are now sending contingents and giv- 
ing assistance of every kind to the 
mother country. 

“Our expeditionary force has taken 
the field on the French northeast fron- 
tier and advanced in the neighborhood 
of Mons (in Belgium). Our troops al- 
ready nave been for thirty-six hours 
in contact with the superior forces of 
the German invader. During that time 
they maintained the best traditions ot 
the British soldier and behaved with 
the utmost gallantry. The movements 
they have been calied upon to execute 
have been those which demanded the 
greatest steadiness of a soldier and 
skill in the commanders.” 


Splendid Work of British Troops. 


Lord Kitchener alluded to Premier As- 
quith's statement in the house of com- 
mons that the British troops had great- 
ly aided the French and had been able 
to maintain their positions in the face 
of fierce German attacKs. He said he 
had sent a telegram to Sir John French, 
the commander of the British expedi- 
tionary ftorce, reading as follows: ; 

“Congratulate [the troops on thelr 
splendid work. We are proud of them.” 

Lord Kitchener pointed out that the 
fighting in Europe would result in 
@reater casualties than the campaigns 
Great Britain usually was engaged in. 

“We Know how deeply the Fren 
people appreciate and value the prompt 
assistance,’ Lord Kitchener continued, 
“that we have been abie to afford 
them at the very outset of the war, not 
oniy in giving moral and materia! 
port. but our troops must also prove a 
factor of high military significance in 
restricting the sphere and determining 
the duration of hostilities. 

“If the conditions of strategy had 
permitted, every one in this country 
would have rejoiced if they could have 
been ranged alongside the gallant Bel- 
Zlan army in its struggle 
against the ad ate which 
has been witn 1 But though 
privilege, perforce, has been denied 
Belgium Knows of our sympathy 
her in her. sufferings, and our i 
nation at the blows which have 
inflicted upon her. and also of our 
olution to make sure that none of her 
sacrifices will have been unavailing 

Engliand’s Vast Reserve. 

“While other countries engaged 
this war have under their systems f 
compulsory service brought their full 
resources into the field, we, under our 
national system, have not been so com- 
pelled. Therefore, we still have a vast 
reserve to draw from the resources of 
both the mother country and the do- 
minions. 

“The response which already has 
been made by the dominions abundant- 
ly proves that we have not looked in 
vain to these sources of military 
strength and while India, Canada. Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand are sending 
powerful contingents the territorials of 
this cquntry are replying lovally to the 
stern call of dutw which has come to 
them with such exceptional force.” 

Rallying for England. 

Continuing, Lord Kitchener said: 

“More than seventy battalions with 
fine courage already have volunteered 
for service abroad. When they are 
trained and organized in larger forma- 
tions.they can take their places in the 
line. 

“The hundred thousand 
for in the first place alread);

“The empire with which we are 
war has called to the colors almost 
entire male population. The principle 
we shall observe ig this: That while 
the maximum force undergoes constant 
diminution, the reinforcements we 
prepare will steadily and increasingly 
flow until we -have an army in the 
field which in numbers will not be 
less than in quality and not be un- 
worthy of the power and responsibility 
of the British empire. : 

“At this stage I cannot say whar 
will be the limits af the force required 
or what measures eventually may be- 
come necessary to supply and main- 
tain it. 

“The scale of the field army which 
we are now calling into being is large 
and may rise in the course of the next 
six or seven months to a total of 
thirty divisions, to be continually 
maintained in the field. 

“But if the war should he protracted 
and if its fortunes should be varied 
or adverse, exertions and sacrifices he- 
yond any which have been demanded 
will be required from the whole na- 
tion and empire. And where they*are 
required, we are sure they will not be 
denied to the extreme needs of the 
state, ,by parliament or the people.”

Peking, August 25.—A letter received 
here from an American at Tsing-Tau, 
seaport of the German territory of 
Kiao-Chow, says it is considered there 
that Emperor William's cablegram to 
the garrison to resist to the uttermost 
is virtually the death warrant of every 
member of the force. The Germans are 
detaining a large number of coolies, 
evidently for military labor in and 


about Tsing-Tau. 

The writer of this letter says that 
Horace Remillard, American vice con- 
sul at Tsing-Tau, who left before rail- 
road communication was broken, took 
with him the archives of the American, 
British and Russian consulates. 

Peking has no information of the 
landing of Japanese forees at Kiao- 
Chow. The British and French regi- 
ments which supposedly are to take 
part in the land operations against 
Kiao-Chow are at Tien-Tsin. 

The Japanese minister to China vis- 
tted the foreign office yesterday and 
requested the removal of the limita- 
tion to thirty miles on the fighting area 
around Tsing-Tau, fixed by China. The 
foreign officé declined his request.

Tells of Awful Blight Cast 
By War Over All of Europe 


An interesting insight into the grim 
reality of the great European war to 
the peoples of the countries involved, 
and of the vicissitudes to which 
Americans on the continent have been 
put, is given in a letter received in 
Atlanta this week from Benjamin L. 
Daniel, well known in business and so- 
cial circles in Atlanta, who wes in 
Paris on the day that war was de- 
clared between France and Germany. 

Mr. Daniel, in company with his 
cousin, Mr. Willingham Tift, of Tifton, 
Ga., has just completed a tour of the 
continent, and in a letter written to a 
member of his family tells of the ter- 
rible blight which the war has already 
thrown over the gayeties of the great 
French capital and of the pall of 
gloom which hangs heavy over the 
homes of the countries’ at war with 
each other. 

Among other interesting comments 
Mr. Daniel says: \ 

“During the past few days I have 
seen sights and passed through try- 
ing experiences that can never be for- 
gotten. No words could possibly 
picture the terrible pathos of this 
European war. Nearly every nation 
in Europe in involved either directly 
or indirectly. 

“Hundreds and hundreds of millions 
of dollars must be spent in this great- 
est conflict that the world has even 
known. If plans that are now on foot 
are carried out, millions of people 
may havé to give up their lives as a 
Sacrifice, and it seems all on account 
of the ambitions of one man—the 
German emperor. I see in today’s pa- 


per where Germany has over six mil- | France. 


lion soldiers in the field. I under- 
stand that France has about five mil- 
lion. When you take into considera- 
tion that England, Russia, Belgium

“At Boulogne we saw several thou- 
sand soldiers marching away to the 
front and while they went through 
the streets the lines were often broken 
by some mother or sweetheart who 
rushed forward to kiss her beloved 
one again. I can realize now some- 
thing of the horrors of war. 

48 Hours Without Sleep. 

“We had a terrible time reaching 
here. Very few passenger trains have 
been running of late and as many 
thousands were anxious to leave Paris 
for here or home, you can imagine the 
jam at the stations. Our tickets were 
already bought for London, but as 
that route was closed, we had to se- 
cure tickets over a different one. In 
order to do so we had to stand in line 
with thousands of others. We stood 
up in this way from 10:50 a m. to 3:30 
Pp. m. 

“That same night we left at about 11 
o'clock and reached here the follow- 
ing afternoon at about 6 o’clock. 
There were no sleeping accommoda- 
tions, so you can imagine how much 
sleep we had.

Danger of Situation. 

“There is enough currency authorized 
by law today to wreck the United 
States of America, and the danger in 
this situation, gentlemen, is that by 
iJl-considered views and ill-considered 
actions we must put out so much in- 
flationary paper money.that we will 
ruin the country.

Berlin, August 25.—(Via Copenhagen 
and London.)—A war correspondent on 
the staff of the Lokal Anzeiger has 
sent this telegram dated yesterday, 
from the eastern theater of war: 

“While from the west comes news 
of a victorious advance, something 
similar hag been prepared here. The 
Russians were defeated at Stallupoch- 
nen (a town of East Prussia, 16 miles 
to the east of Gambinnen) on August 21 
and August 22. The returning wound- 
ed of the cavalry division say the 
Russians were greatly superior nu- 
merically. They had at least two di- 
Visions of cavalry and their infantry 
was stronger. Cavalry charges were 
frequent.

CHICAGO CAMPAIGNS 
TO AID THE SOUTH. 


Chicago, August 25.—In an effort to 
preserve trade in the southern states 
during stagnation of the cotton export 
trade, incident to the European war, 
Chicago wholesale merchants” and 
bankers today started a northern cam- 
paign to bring about the placing of 
cotton warehouse certificates on a ne- 
gotiable basis.

Eight leading wholesale houses and 
presidents of five of the largest banks

Bottles Identified. 

Mrs. John W. Nelms, mother of the 
missing Nelms sisters, has received 
from San Antonio the Elkin Drug com- 
pany bottles dug up by a Constitution 
staff correspondent in the rear of the 
‘house of mystery” at 120 Wilkins ave- 
nue. She identifies the contents of both 
vials as perfumery and skin lotion used 
for years by Elois, the eldest of the 
vanished girls. 

Mrs. Nelms says that Elois carried 
both bottles with her on her departure 
for the west. At first, it was thought 
that the smaller bottle—which con- 
tated lilac perfume—belonged to LDeat- 
rice. Mrs. Nelms, however, recognizes 
it as a brand used by the eldest daugh- 
ter for years. 

Mrs. Nelms will testify to this effect 
when Innis and his wife go on trial in 
San Antonio. The bottles were carried 
to the ElKin Drug company. Clerks of 
the Elkin firm identified both bottles 
as having come from their stock, but 
could not say positively whether or not 
they had been bought by either of the 
Nelms girls. 

The bottles were found 
three weeks ago when a 
staff correspondent, investigating the 
Nelms case in Texas and Mexico, ex- 
cavated the back yard of the house at 
120 Wilkins avenue, in which the girls 
are alleged to have been murdered. 
There were three bottles in all. Two 
were discovered beneath the surface. 
A small boy found the third in a slough 
just across the high board fence that 
surrounded the property.

BURCH INHERITS LARGE 
FORTUNE IN MALTA 


Charles V. Burch, of 816-A Marietta 
street, a confederate veteran and a vet- 
eran of the Spanish-American war, who 
Came to America when only 11 years 
old aS a cabin boy, shipping from Mal- 
ta, a British possession in the Mediter- 
ranean sea, directly south of Sicily, has 
suddenly found himself an heir to a 
large estate at Valleta, Malta. 

Chief of Police Beavers received a 
communication from the American con- 
sul Tuesday at Valletta asking him to 
locate Burch, stating that he had been 
last heard from in Atlanta. The task 
was easy. Burch is a _ prosperous 
grocer and butcher here. Tht Ameri- 
Can consul was notified. 

Burch had already received a letter 
from his sister, Miss Julia Burch, from 
Malta, stating that their father and 
mother had died, and that the estate 
fell to him, as he was the only son. 

Burch, however, is not likely to go 
back to Malta at the present time on 
account of the fact that the island is a 
strategic point in the Mediterranean 
sea, and is likely at any moment to 
become the tarket for German and Aus- 
trian gunboats. He is undecided ag to 
what to do, though he has no idea of 
relinquishing his right to the large 
estate.

SEPTEMBER FOURTEENTH

Tuesday was a busy day around head- 
Quarters in the Boys’ High school 
building. Scores of parents, accompa- 
nied by peevish little boys and sad- 
eyed little girls, lined up at the win- 
dows while clerks were busy register- 
ing names and making assignments. 

_ Superintendent Slaton says that fully 
5,000 children must be registered be- 
tween now and Saturday. 

Up to the close of the office Tuesday 
afternoon, cards were issued to about 
4,000 pupils. This does not mean, how- 
ever, that there will be that many 
more children next session than there 
were at the close of the last session. 
There were a number of children in 
schools last session who will be re- 
guired to register again.

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THE VALUE OF ASSOCIATED 
CHARITIES. 

The summer reports of Atlanta’s Asso- 
ciated Charities that more than at 
any time in the history of the organization 
is it proving its economic value to the city, 
becoming the clearing house of Atlanta's 
philanthropic efforts. At the weekly meet- 
ings which take place between the secretary 
and staff of the organization, and the board 
of directors, examples are numerous in 
which before the Charities take a case for 
organization there will have been as many 
as five philanthropic agencies or individuals 
at work upon it, and all of these accomplish- 
ing only a temporary and passing assistance, 
and no one of these agencies working with 
the other. 

The Associated Charities taking hold, in- 
vestigate the merits of the case thoroughly, 
and with business method handle it with a 
many 


show 


view to permanently settling it. In 
cases apparently of destitution, investigation 
will disclose the fact that lack of judgment 
on the part of people and ignorance of where 
to go for help, as often as actual poverty or 
illness, precipitate conditions which make 
entire families a burden on society. Such 
cases as frequently need direction as they 
need funds.- It requires the daily attention 
of the trained worker to adjust such condi- 
tions rather than the indiscriminate giving 
of funds into the hands of those incompe- 
tent to use same. 

The Associated Charities with the great 
excess of work, which comes as often in the 
very hot summer months as in the winter, 
need funds to properly perform the function 
of their organization, but they need as much 
the understanding co-operation of the in- 
numerable organizations in the city 
philanthropy as a purpose, and the direct 
co-operation of the generous givers. 

Indiscriminate charity can do 
demoralize conditions among the 
lazy element of a community than any other 
influence, while philanthropy 
is one of the greatest assets to a city’s de- 
yelopment. The Associated Charities rep- 
resents Atlanta’s directed philanthropy and 
should be backed as that by every thought- 
ful citizen and fraternally effiliated with 
every other organization in the community 
making for industrial or social welfare.

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A WOMAN’S MILL WORK. 

The news story of the first playground of 
the mill children of Lindale, Ga., being 
opened to all the children of that commu- 
nity, and a display advertisement just above 
it announeing the first performance of a 
moving picture show in Lindale, with Miss 
Tillftan Duke as manager, are published ina 
recent edition of The Rome Tribune. The 
announcements are simple and might have 
been passed unnoticed by the casual reader, 
but to those familiar with the story of Miss 
Lillian Duke, an Atlanta trained nurse, who 
five years ago went to Lindale to do welfare 
work among the mill people, the announce- 
ments stand for a constructive work which 
is second to none other being done in any 
mill town of the south. 

When Miss Duke went to the Lindale 
mills it was to do what is commonly called 
district nursing among the sick operatives. 
“She had not been at Lindale many months 
before the sick operatives were few and far 
between. She organized clubs among the 
mothers; then among the mothers and 
fathers. Classes in cooking and sewing fol- 
lowed among the girls, and within a year 
after Miss Duke’s arrival in Lindale she had 
organized the Lindale baseball team among 
the boys of the mill district, which subse- 
quently made a recoré ‘or itself. “Civic bet- 
terment” was the next movement under- 
taken, this time by all the members of the 
mill district, and outside each little freshly 
painted house was a flower garden which 
the’ younger children cared for. The mill 
employers next, in co-operation with the mill 
people themselves, organized a library, which 
was soon followed by the establishment of an 
amusement hall, and a band stand in a neat 


little park for the mill people, with the Lin- 
dale band, a home institution. Miss Duke 
established a playground for the children, 
encouraging popular games, and finally 
opening the grounds not only to the mill 
children, but the children of the entire com- 
munity. Monday night Lindale and its en- 
tire population went in relays to enjoy the 
first moving picture show, the sign assuring 
the merits of the entertainment, for under- 
neath the announcement were the words: 
“Miss Lillian Duke, manager.” 

The exploitation of this story should be 
a source of pride to Georgians, for though 
there are many organized settlements now 
in the industrial centers of the state, and 


each day the most intelligent welfare work 


is reaching out among operatives, certain 
agencies are too prone to carp at the excep- 
tional cases of mills where conditions have 
not yet reached that progressive and con- 
structive life which makes the Lindale mill 
city one of the banner marks in Georgia’s 
industrial life. 

Miss Duke’s work was initiated and has 
been continued under the methods recom- 
mended by the woman’s welfare department 
of the National Civic federation. 


THE NURSING HYSTERIA. 

When several months ago those not re- 
lying on the sound judgment of President 
Wilson, believed that war was imminent in 
Mexico, there was a flood of applications 
made to Miss Mabel Boardman, president 
of the American Red Cross society, from 
young women in all parts of the country de- 
siring to be Red Cross nurses. 

Many of these confessed their entire in- 
experience, but expressed the most noble 
svirit of sacrifice in their desire to do good. 
In many cases the applications were made 
by voung women of the leisure class with 
homes, and being supported by well-to-do 
parents. Miss Boardman was unable, per- 
sonally or officially, to reply to the many 
communications. She went before the 
Daughters of the American Revolution, then 
in national convention in Washington, and 
asked that they take the message back to 
their states and sections that at that time 
there were already on file with the National 
Red Cross society three thousand trained 
women ready at any time to go in the field, 
and that consequently there was no chance 
for the novice or the untrained volunteer at 
that moment. 

Now the story comes from the other side 
that women, untrained and upon whom home 
duties are incumbent, are rushing their ap- 
plications to join the Red Cross society. 
The nursing hysteria has gripped women of 
all classes. To the women on the other side, 
and to those of our own country, might be 
recalled a certain incident in a little book 
written some years ago entitled, “Ships 
That Pass in the Night.’ The heroine of the 
book was an attractive humanity-loving 
little woman who spent her time trying to do 
kind, public-spirited acts for her neighbors 
and friends, while her own husband, semi- 
invalid, lay at home, frequently unattended, 
and often very lonely. 

The vocation of the trained nurse is a 
beautiful one. It pays well, too, but each 
day the standard is being raised: 
have to study harder and harder to qualify 
for the practice of the profession. 

The emergency cases, the quick surgical 
cases;.the crowded, make-shift hospitals, the 
meager facilities, and the great numbers of 
the horribly wounded, who are left in the 
trail of war, require of the nurse that she 
not only be trained, but that she be a woman 
of strength, Spartan courage and endurance, 
and that she have well implanted in her 
soul the spirit of sacrifice and patience. 

Again, all are broken 
in the treatment accorded the wounded sol- 
diers, and, although Lord Kitchener is apt to 
be stricken at anv time, and some romance- 
loving nurse be called to that case, the same 
young woman is just as apt to be called to 
nurse some “Tommy Atkins” who, previous 
to the moment of his heroic deed, had not 
spent all he had on Pear’s soap.

Nightingale will be insnired in the. heart 
of many a voung French woman by the story

peace at home, but that all the wounded 
soldiers are not as beautiful as was “Some- 
body’s Darling;” that the princes, the young 
noblemen, and the officers of higher rank 
are the exceptions in the great body of poor 
heroes who suffer and die on the field of 
battle. 


FIRST-HAND HISTORIANS. 


The strict censorship of news is making 
it unpleasant for the war correspondents in 
furope, who are sharing the dangers of 
battle to give the world the true story of 
what may be the greatest war of history. 

Hampered in every way, with movements 
to revoke their permits, they still stay on 
the job, and hedged about by censors, as 
they are, they get the news and give it as 
they can for the enlightenment of the world. 

The conscientious correspondent is the 
first-hand historian of the world’s wars, and 
instead of throwing obstacles in his way he 
should ge aided, as far as possible, in his 


| efforts to give the facts. 


But those in power cannot see it that 
way, and he has to make the best of the sit- 
uation, often enduring more hardship than 
the soldiers themselves.

It is also called the but- 
ter tree. It furnishes the natives not only 
with nuts, which they highly prize, but with 
butter which may become an article of com- 
merce of importance since it is already ex- 
ported to Europe, where it is used in making 
artificial butter. ‘This tree produces a nut 
covered with a soft pulp, which is In turn 
covered with a smooth skin, easily remov- 
able when the nut ripens. The pulp is sweet 
and wholesome, and may be used in part for 
the manufacture of alcohol. About 60 per 
cent of the nut is butter, which is edible. The 
tree begins to bear when about 15 years old 
and reaches its full capacity at about 25 
years. So, barring jungle fires, a butter 
plantation is a long-time investment. The 
area can be easily enlarged by cultivation 
and once started it is easy to extend boun- 
daries, thus making a workable grove which 
can be counted on steadily. Chocolate manu- 
facturers in Kurope could easily absorb the 
product, Mr. Yerby says, and candles and 
soap may be made of part of it. To have 
from a single tree butter, soap and candles 
seems like a good deal even for the tropics.

HOW TO SOLVE 


THE COTTON QUESTION || 


Now that the first gasp of horror evoked 
by Europe's: titanic war is past the people 
of the south have turned from news of 
battles to a subject that concerns them 
vitally—how to finance the marketing of 
this year’s cotton crop and save the cotton 
Srowers from loss from an overstocked mar- 
ket, a condition brought about by the war 
that has engulfed all Europe and practically 
Stopped the export of cotton. The Constitu- 
tion was first to call attention to the need 
of quick action, and its call has aroused 
the entire south; indeed, the best minds of 
the nation are engaged in consultations and 
congresses to the end that what seems a 
calamity may be: bridged and safely crossed. 

Herewith are a number of communica- 
tions from representative men suggesting 
methods of handling this year’s crop and 
safeguarding next year’s from panic prices. 


Proposes Issue of “Cotton Money.” 


Editor Constitution: In view of the fact 
that the crisis that seems to be so near at 
hand with the cotton producer has no geo- 
éraphical lines in the United States from a 
standpoint of business, | would suggest that 
the government issue an amount of cotton 
money sufficient to move the crop on a 
basis of 12 cents per pound. Place this 
money in the hands of the national banks, 
Subject to calls from the country banks, the 
country banks to accept cotton warehouse 
receipts as collateral to the amount of 12 
cents per pound of cotton, and the country 
banks to return to the national banks all 
cotton receipts. These warehouse receipts 
to remain in the national banks as the 
property of the government, to be sold by 
the government when it deems best. Should 
the government lose by reason of storage, 
Warehouse charges, insurance or any other 
means on the cotton held to give protection 
to the cotton producer, as a means to re- 
cover such losses, pass a stamp act of one 
or two cents, same to remain in force until 
the government has been paid all losses sus- 
tained. This plan would give protection 
to the cotton producer and in no way inter- 
fere with our gold or silver currency. Such 
& Stamp act would apply to first-class mail 
matter, I suppose. The north and south 
would stand together in such a crisis, for 
hard times in the south would mean depres- 
sion in the north.

By the exercise of this 
power it has recently prescribed the kind of 
contract it thinks the cotton exchanges 
should employ, and by the exercise of this 
Same power it can save.the southern farmer 
from himself. All it has to do is to PASS a

What would the immediate effect of 
such a law? cotton would take such 
a leap into aS to warm the cockles 
of every despairing heart. Twelve cents, 
fifteen and, finally, perhaps, twenty cents’

of bankruptcy for loaner, be he individua} 
bank or government. 

And what would be the result to the 
producer? Under my plan he would receive 
possibly $1,125,000,000 for the fifteen millions 
raised this year, while, unrestrained, he 
would receive, at 8 cents per pound, onl, 
$1,000,000,000 for the 25,000,000 bales raised.

Editor Constitution: After talking 
several United States senators, congress- 
men and two members of the reserve board 
I have arrived at this conclusion: The gov- 
ernment can and will provide’. sufficient 
money to tide us over the present emergency. 
] believe we have plenty of law now enact- 
ed to accomplish this result, but if the law 
is not sufficient our representatives in the 
senate and congress will speedily enact such 
laws as will supply the money. One thing 
is very.clear and that is we must get our 
money from solvent banks now in existence 
and that the national government is not go- 
ing to valorize cotton. Another thought is 
clear to me: We are not going to have an 
adequate supply of money for from 30 to 
90 days. South Carolina can get about 
$3,000,000 of emergency currency. This will 
sive some immediate relief. Full relief can 
not come till the regional bank gets into 
full operation and this will take 60 to 90 
days. The regional bank can not give relief 
unless our local banks in every cotton coun- 
ty can put up strong, absolutely secure cot- 
ton warehouse receipts.

At Jonesboro, Ga., the town marshal 
attempted to stop the autq bandits and 
fired about fifteen shots at the high- 
speeding machine. Several of these 
bullets struck the car and were later 
picked out of the woodwork. 

The Atlanta police received a tele- 
gram from Jonesboro at 9 o'clock, 

ting that the negroes had just 
passed through there, and were on 
their way to Atlanta via the Jonesboro 
Gall Officer Jim Palmer, whose 
motorcycle had broken down, ‘secured 
his own automobile, and with his part- 
ner, sped out Capitol avenue to Lake- 
wood Heights to meet the stolen car. 
Near Dorothy street crossing they saw 


ithe negroes coming at a speed of about 


35 miles an hour. The call officers 
leaped from their machine and blocked 
the road at a great danger to thelr 
lives. The negroes tried to run over 
them, and Call Officer Evans’ sent was 
brushed by the fast speeding machine 
as he leaped out of its path. A second 
later the machine crashed into a tele- 
phone pole beside the road. The negro 
had swerved a little too far to one side. 
A crash followed. The front part of 
the car was completely demolished. The 
negroes, unhurt, jumped out of the 
wrecked machine and began to _ run. 
The call officers gave pursuit, firing 
several shots at the negroes. One of 
the negroes became frightened and 
stopped. He gave his name as Andrew 
@ingleton, 16 years old, of 164 WIil- 
liams street, and informed the police 
that his partner’s name was Richard 
Lewis, of 68 Parkin. street. 

The automobile belonged to W. B. B. 
Richasde. of 71 West Tenth. street, 
Atlanta, Mr. Richards had motored 
down to Senoia Tuesday morning.
